Danger In Copybook Maxims. 

The New Zealand Government not 
long ago placed a foolish ban on all 
moving pictures which featured crime, 
on the ples that they were calculated 
to foster the criminal. There are 
some strangely constituted persons, 
too, who contend that newspapers 
should not faithfully mirror the life 
of the community, but should give 
the public only what is considered to 
“be good for right-thinking people 
Apart from its impracticableness, the 
idea is hopelessly futily. Danger 
lorks even in copybook. maxims. 
“A burnt.child dreads the fire” is 
an aphorism apparently harmless 
enough but it suggested to a man in 
Willesden, (England), the idea of 
burning his two children, aged seven 
and six, on the thighs with a red hot 
poker as a warning not to play with 
fire.

WEAPON AGAINST CANCER - SHIPPING. . 


TRADE COMPARISONS. 


EIGHTY PER CENT OF CURES 
HOPED FOR. 


At the West London Hospital thera 
has been » demonstration of the new 
X-ray apparatus for the treatment 
of cancer, which the experts regard 
as a big advance on anything now 1p 
nse in Britain, There are. only 
three of these machines at 
present—one inthe hospital, another 
in Glasgow, and the third in the 
possession of the hospital's radiologist. 
The installation costs about £2,000," 
andl was made at Berne. It is the 
invention of Dr. Wintz,af the Women’s 
Hospital at Erlangen, in Bavaria, 
where remarkable results have been 
obtained. It is claimed, for example, 
that out of 24 cases of uterine cancer 
treated in 1918, 20 were clinically 
cured. Radiologists declare them- 

"selves convinced that by the use of 
this new form of X-rays immediately 
cancer is diagnosed it will be possible 
to attain to as much as S0 per cent of 
cittes. 

No new principle is involved. The 
apparatus is simply an improved form 
of that in common use at present, It 
works with a much higher voltage 
than any other instrum:nt in ase. 
The normal current is transformed 
by the instrument into an intermit- 
tent current and increased to the 
enormous voltage of about 200,000, 
or, roughly, double the voltage used 
in the ordinary installation. Whereas 
the ordinary X-ray is worth, sp to 
speak, 40 per cent, the new ray is 
worth 140 pee cent. The penetration 
and intensity of the rays produced | 
are such as have never before been | 
available for practical work. 

The radiologist wished to prevent; 
the idea getting into circulation that a! 
new cure has been found for cancer. | 
“Such reports,” he said, “only 
raise false hopes ard cause a great 
deal of needless suffering. So long 
as cancer can be disseminated from 
one part of the system to another 
there can be no certain cure. This 
is a new modification of an old idea. } 
The difficulty in tke past has been toj 
apply the requisite dose of X-rays to 
every part of the malignant growth.

The landlord on the one side 
is trying to get rid ofthe tenant and 
the tenant on the other side is extremely 
anxious ta remain where he is: From 
the motion which I have just read, which 
T made on the 29th January, 1990, it will 
be seen that the desire was to have a 
strong Committer appointed, consisting 
both of official and unofficial members of 
this Council and I cannot help thinking 
that perhaps we should have got further 
on than we are at the present- moment 
if such a Committee hud been appointed. , 
Owing to the purely technical reason that 5 
some application would have to be made 
to the War Office for His Excellency, the 
then General Officer Commanding, to 
serve on that Committce—a plea which, I 
pointed out, was rather a belated one 
Raving regard to the fact that I had given 
my notice of motion on the Srd Decem- 
ber.

RDINANCE. 


The Arrorsey-Gexyrat moved tho first 
reading of a Bil! intitaled an Ordinance 
to provide for the reclamation of the 
foreshore and sea bed off Praya ‘East, 
Victoria, in the Colony of Hongkong.

construction tramways. ete - 

He said: This Bill contains a con- 
siderable amount of technical matter,

ment and a6 it bas been approved by 
the frontagers. I do tat think it is orees- 
sary for me to go into it in detail, at 
all Power is taken to carry out all 
works that may be neevssary to make 
the reclamation, altering strects, moving 
cables, and general construction works.

Freights were bigh 
and those ships requisitioned here were 
Rot requisitioned at all until very long 
after the war bad started—one at the ‘end 
of 1917 and the rest at the beginning of 
4913, They had all that time before ther 
were controlled by the Goverpment at all. 
The position is this. that “all over the 
world, certainly in the United Kingdom. 
the grest majority of shipowners accepted 
the terms which the Gavernmicat offered ; 
in otker words—they acerpted the Blue 
Book rates. A certain minority in Eng- 
land reserved their rights; that minority 
have now been cumpelled to accept the 
tates which’ the great majority of the 
industry accepted voluntarily. sit fair 
thea. sir, that these few ships out here 
should evade their share of the common 
burden which. British | shipowners 
throughout the world have cither accept: 
ed voluntarify or been required hy law
